John Mariug and 
Samuel Reck were appointed to solicit 
money for this purpose. The church 
was painted, the walls frescoed, new 
pews and altar railing and pulpit were 
purchased, coal stoves replaced the 
old wood stoves and matting was laid 
in the aisles. The church record says 
that there was some opposition at first 
but that wheu the improvements were 
completed and paid for, every one was 
pleased. The church was rededicated 
on Oct. Llud, 1870. Rev. Bergstresser 
was assisted by the Rev. Dr. Brown. 
The improvements cost $615. 


Rev. Bergstresser closed his labors 


as pastor on Sept. 20th, 1874. Rev. 
W. If. Luckenbacb succeeded him, 
seiving as pastor until April 1st 1877. 
For some months after this date the 
pulpit was supplied by Rev. E. S. 
Johnston, at that time pastor of the 
Lutheran church at Emmitsburg. 


On March loth, 1878, a special coun- 


cil, joint council, meeting was called 
by the council of Trinity Lutheran 
church. Taneytown. The meeting was 
opened with prayer by Rev. Johnston. 
A committee from the council of the 
church at Taueylowu stated the object 
of the meeting to wit : "To take into 
consideration the propriety of separat- 
ing the charge and to see if it could be 
satisfactorily accomplished." 
Prior 


to this time, however, and without 
notifying the Mt. Joy congregation of 
their intention, the cougregation at 
Taneytowu, by a practically unani- 
mous vote, had decided to separate 
from this part of the charge. The 
proposition submitted by the commit- 
tee of the church at Taueytown was 
discussed by Rev. Johnston. Dr. Bush. 
Henry Beuner and others. The follow- 
ing action was the result : "Inasmuch 
as the committee from Taneytown has 
in formed this council that their con-j 
gregation wishes the charge divided. ! 
so that Tanevtowu may become a self- 
sustaining congregation and have a 
pastor of their own, therefore

On March 23th Rev. J. W. Asper 


was elected to serve as a supply until 
July 1st. He was elected regular 
pastor on the 8th of May and served 
in that capacity until the lirst of May, 
1887. ' During this period the parson- 
age was completed and other improve- 
ments were made at a cost of about 
$1900. Rev. H. M. Heilmau succeeded 
the Rev. Asper. 


On the 2nd of March. IS.'Xt, just as 


the pastor announced his text, it was 
discovered that the edifice was on lire, 
nothing was saved except the organ 
and bible. A congregational meeting 
had been called for the :5rd of March 
to decide if the old church should be 
repaired or a new one erected. It is 
susposed that considerable difference 
of opinion would have beeu manifested. 
The fire settled the question. The con- 
gregation proceeded, at once, to rebuild. 


A committee of sixteen, with power 


to add five members to itself, was ap- 
pointed to present plans to the con- 
gregation. This commute was com- 
posed of David Weikert, David Zent/., 
John Harner, Levi Plauk, Xewton 
Homer, Henry Shriver, Sentman S.

Joy church until the meeting of synod, 
Rev. Finckel was the pastor at Tauey- 
town at this time. Many of the mem- 
bers opposed this proposition, not be- 
cause of any personal feeling against 


i Rev. Finckel, but on account of the

During the pastorate of Rev. Heil 


man 38 of the members were dismissed 
in order to form the St. Paul's Ev 
Luth. church of Hartley. 
A brick 


church was erected. This congrega- 
tion now numbers 210 baptised mem- 
bers. 


Rev. Heilmau's resignation went 


into effect ou Sept. 1st 
18>K>. The 


present pastor, Rev. W. G. Miuuick, 
took charge ou Dec. 1st 1893. During 
this time he has received iuto the Mt.

Many 
improvements have beeu made. A 
well 96 feet deep was sunk. Au iron 
fence erected in front of the parsonage.

Tragic Death of Missionaries. 


Rev. aud Mrs. John Rogers Peale 


were two of the Presbyterian mission- 
aries who were murdered iu an out- 
break of Chinese recently at Lienchow. 
Rev. 
Peale was born at New Bloom- 


field in 1879, graduated from Lafayette 
in 1902 and from Princeton Theological 
Seminary in 1905, being honor man at 
both places. He was ordained a mis- 
sionary evangelist in May last. A few 
days before his departure for China, 
Mr. Peale was married to Miss Gil- 
iespie of Port Deposit, Md., and his 
bride sailed with him to share in his 
missionary work and as it turned out 
in his tragic death. They could hard- 
ly have been in the field more than a 
week at most before they were mur- 
dered. The exclusion laws of this 
country against the Chinese may have 
had some influence on the situation. 
Practically all the Chinese in the 
United States have come from the 
province in which Lienchow is. Their 
treatment has exasperated many of tbe 
people and with the growing conscious 
ness of power that has come to China 
over the result of the Japan-Russia 
War there has come a poorly eoncea' 'd 
feeling of enmity. The recent boycott 
of American goods is an example. We 
had better have shown to these people 
tbe same spirit which governed the 
founders of our Republic. 


In Proof of an Old Adage. 


It is a dangerous thing for a man to 


be his own lawyer, even if he has been 
Chief Justice of the Supreme Court of 
Pennsylvania, as has developed in the 
case of former Chief Justice Edwin M. 
Paxon. He wrote his own will, ac- 
cording to which a large portion of his 
estate was left in trust t > found a Home 
for Poor boys, where they shall be ta- 
ken care of during the ages of 10 and 
21 years, and educated as farmers, 
gardners etc. The law provides that 
such a chanty shall be witnessed in 
writing by two persons and notwith- 
standing Justice Paxous wide legal 
knowledge, he faile 1 to have this 
clause witnessed, aud if his heirs ob- 
ject to it, they will have no difficulty 
in having the clause adjudged null 
and void.
